Gen. Harnden Corrects a Story About 
Jeff Davis’ Capture. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 26.—Gen. 
Henry Harnden, the officer of the Union 
army who captured Jefferson Davis, Presi- 
| dent of the Confederacy, is in Chattanooga 
to-day with the Wisconsin commission to 
locate the position of the troops of that 
State in the Chicamauga National Military 
Park. 

“It is not true,” said he, “that President 
Davis was in woman attire when captured. 
It was a cold morning, about daybreak, 
when I arrested him, and he had a woman's 
shaw! over his shoulders. The story about 
hoopskirts is totally false.”’ 

Then Gen. Harnden, who belonged to the 
Ist Wisconsin Cavalry, told how he was 
given 150 picked horsemen and given orders 
to capture Davis. They rode three nights 
and three days without rest. The capture 
was made near Irwinville, in Irwin County, 
Ga. Just before the capture a body of Michi- 
gan cavalry on a similar expedition and Gen. 
Harndems men collided. A fight ensued, 
and two or three men on either side were 
killed and a number wounded before it was 
found out they were friends instead of ene- 
mies. 

“When I reached Davis’ camp,” continued 
Gen. Harnden, “the first man I spoke to was 
the Texas gentieman, now Senator Reagan, 


who told me he was the Postmaster-Genera]l 
of the Confederate States. President Davis 
was sitting nearby on a log, with a shawl, I 
presume his wife's over his shoulders, as it 
was a cool morning.”’ 

“How did the story get out that he had on 
dresses and hoop skirts?’ asked the re- 
porter, 

“When I went to Macon and reported to 
Gen. Wilson, my superior officer, he had the 
Story telegraphed out as fast as I spoke, 
and the woman’s shawl became exaggerated 
into female attire.

Gov. Stone ‘has expressed keen disap- 
pointment at the failure of the General As- 
sembly to enact a pure election and a fellow 
servant law. He is now pondering upon the 
question of calling an extra session to con- 
sider these subjects. 

On the one side of the gubernatorial scales 
are the rigid partisanship of the House and 
the Senate, which renders the passage of an 
election bfll improbable, and the lobby in- 
fluences which have hitherto succeeded. in 
choking off creditable fellow servant legis- 
lation. : , 

On the other hand is the vehement desire 
of the public that these two vital subjects 
shall be attended to. 

To see whether an extra session would be 
likely to accomplish anything worthy the 
time and expense of holding it, a4 Post-Dts- 
patch reporter questioned several promi- 
nent members from St. Louis. 

Representative John W. Drabelle, one of 
the leaders of the Democrats in the House, 
said: ‘‘In a nutshell, I believe an election bill 
can te passed if Mr. Filley will take his 
hands off the Republicans... The Democrats 
made all sorts of concessions all to no pur- 
pose. The Republicans stand: by their de- 
mand for the Filley-Tatum bill in its entir- 
ety. There would be a better chance for 
an election bill if the Safety Committee 
would Keep out. ‘There is a well-grounded 
suspicion in both parties that the com- 
mittee ts trying to carry water on both 
shoulders. 

“In regard to the fellow-servant Dill, I 
must say that the House would not have 
passed the bill it did if it had not known the 
Senate could not reach it. If the Governor 
calls an extra session to consider these bills 
no doubt some kind of laws may be passed.’ 

Mr. Selden P. Spencer stands by the record 


lof the House. “If the Democrats persist in 


standing by the Senate bill, without amend- 
ment, as most of them found themselves 
bound by a writtén agreement to do, I see 


little aspect of an ele on..1law,..As for 
the -felioarsertant iil, ys Demoerats of 


the House tacked on an amendment crip- 
pling the measure, but the Senate could 
easily have stricken that out. I refer to tha 
clause regarding labor unions. The Senate 
had plenty of time to do it. I believe the 
House would have accepted the amend- 
ment.”’ 

Mr. Spencer said he believed the Governor 
wanted to save the Democratic record, 
but doubted if he would actually call the ex- 
tra session. 

Senator Klene sees little prospect of leg- 
islatién.on these two subjects. “The Sen- 
ate,”’ the said, “‘would make no concessions. 
The Republicans offered a half-dozen dif- 
ferent expedients to get the two parties 
agreed on an election bill. The Democrats 
stood pat on the Senate bill, without amend- 
ment, and refused to confer further. I do 
not think a fellow-servant bill can possibly 
pass the Senate. The same influence killed 
it that buried the subway bill which I tried 
to get before the Senate by reference to the 
Judiciary Committee, instead of the Com- 
mittee on Corporations.”’ 

Representative Frank J. O'Reilly thought 
an election bill could finally be passed, bgt 
had his doubts about the House passing a 
real fellow-servant bill. *“‘The fellow-servant 
bill the House passed is a farce. Everyone 
knows that labor unions try to regulate 
terms of employment. That is what they are 
for. To exclude them’ from fellow-servant 
legislation is like passing a bill with a pro- 
viso that it do not apply to citizens of Mis- 
souri, or to grant freedom of religion pro- 
vided people belong to a certain church. 
It is rank class legislation.” 

Col. Ed Butler has never been accused of 
having much influence with the country 
wing of the State Democracy, but he thinks 
he has a line on it Just the same, and unre- 
servedly declares that if Gov. Stone calls a 
special session of the Legislature for further 
action on the fellow servant and election re- 
form bills, it will beat the Democratic party 
in the next State election by 20,000 votes. 
The Colonel was discussing the matter in 
Recorder Higgins’ office Tuesday morning, 
and his reasons for coming to the conclusion 
quotes will be found amusing to say the 
east: 

“Our party has been defeating that fellow 
servant bill in the State Assembly for the 
past twenty years,”’ declared the horse-shoe 
politician, “and I don’t see how it is going 
to do us any good to change our tactics 
now.

‘Yes, but that’s what has knocked the 
party out in this State,"’ said one of the by- 
standers. 

“Oh, well,”’ continued Col, Ed, “the party 
will round up all right at the next election, 
if Stone doesn’t call this extra session. 
There are just as many Democrats in this 
State as ever,.but they won’t be gotten out 
and voted..The country voters don’t know 
and, furthermore, don’t care about election 
reforms in St. Louls and Kansas City.

A CHANCE NOT T0 BE LOST, 


The Wounded Statesman Cared for 


by. Iniporial Surgeons and 
Nurses.

TOKIO, Japan, March 2.—The Emperor 
of Japan has issued a decree denouncing the 
assassin who shot Li Hung Chang in the 
face at Shimonoseki Sunday and sympa- 
thizing with the Chinese peace envoy. 

Two Court physicians, Surgeons Satoga 
and Ishigurao, are attending Li HungChang 
by Imperial command. The wounded envoy 
objects to the extraction of the bullet which 
lies a centimere (0.3 987 inch) under his left 
eye. The wound ig three centimetres deep. 
Li Hung Chang sleeps well. The Empress 
of Japan has sent two nurses to attend him. 
Letters and telegrams expressing regret and 
Empeey are pouring in from all direc- 
tions. 


Mr. Henry Norman, whose “Peoples and 
Politics of the Far Hast’’ embodies observa- 
tions of four years of recent travel in Chi- 
na, draws this picture of Li Hung Chang, 
as he saw him at Tien-Tsin: 

“Li Chung Tang is a pure Chinaman, not 
Manchu like the dynasty he serves. He is 
very tall for a Chinese, five feet eleven, I 
should guess, and must have been a pow- 
erful man im his youth. His face is the most 
strongly moulded I saw in China—not flat, 
as they usually are, but with all the feat- 
ures distinctly marked, and the lines broad 
and deep; a face that would hold its own 
in comparison with any foreign face. 

“The Viceroy was dressed simply, not to 
say shabbily, tn the ordinary Chinese stiff 
round hat, a thickly padded upper gar- 
ment of gray silk. His hands were tucked 
into his wide sleeves, and only came out 
twice during our conversation, once when 
he wished to blow his nose, which he did in 
the familiar, but indescribable manner of 
the tramp in the street, and once when he 
was startled by a little piece of news. Yet 
he smoked a pipe five feet long. An at- 
tendant stood with pipe, smoking materials 
and fire at the back of the reception room, 
and every five minutes he walked solemnly 
forward, filled the pipe, blew the fire stick 
into a flame, the Viceroy opened one corner 
of his mouth, the attendant inserted the 
stem and applied the light to the bowl, the 
great man absorbed the smoke and opened 
his mouth again, when the pipe bearer 
withdrew as he had come. This occurred a 
score of times at least, and never a muscle 
did the Viceroy move, except just to open 
the corner of his mouth wide enough to ad- 
mit the pipe stem.’’ 

Mr. Norman says that to call the great 
oriental as Europeans do, “Li Hung Chang, 
is to Chinese ears both ignorant and rude: 
he should be spoken of as Li Chung Tang— 
i. e., Grand Secretary Li, or more simply, 
when in his own province, ‘The Chung 
Tang’—that is, the Grand Secretary.” 


LI’S WOUND WORTH $25,000,000. 


The Wily Diplomat Will Make the Most of 
the Bullet in His Cheek. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—The 
Chinese Legation has received no dispatches 
in regard to the condition of Li Hung 
Chang. 

Attache Hoo said: “The latest dispatch 
we have received from the home Govern- 
ment was the one announcing the arrival 
of Li Hung Chang at that port. Unless his 
wound is serious it will not delay negotia- 
tions very long, though any wound to a 
man of his age is likely to be attended by 
serious consequences, far more than though 
he were younger. Itis an affair much to be 
regretted.”’ 

The Japanese Legation was equally des- 
titute of news, It is generally regarded in 
diplomatic circles that shrewd old Li Hung 
Chang will make his wound the most costly 
one that was ever given to a mortal being. 

If Li does not make that pistol shot worth 


$25,000,000," said a well-known diplomat to- 
day, “he is not the statesman I take him 
for.”’ 

“He will want to shave fully that much 
off the indemnity demand, and his wound 
will become very painful every time Japan 
makes an exorbitant demand. It is the best 
thing that has happened for China since 
the war began.”’ 

Officials of the Japanese Legation say the 
offender probably will be charged with trea- 
son, as the assault is not only against the 
person of Li Hung Chang, but also against 
the Japanese Government.) It ts likely that 
the trial will be by court-martial! if martial 
law has been extended to Shimonoski. Con- 
viction by court-martial would mean that 
the offender would be shot, while hanging 
would be the penalty if @ civil court con- 
victed him, that form of capital punishment 
having been substituted for decapitation in 
Japan. 

Mrs. John W. Foster, wife of the ex-Sec- 
retary of State, who accompanies Li Hung 
Chang in an advisory capacity, has not 
heard from her husband concerning the 
shooting. She regards this as favorable, as 
ne pee her he would use the cable 
reely. 

The last letters received from Mr. Foster 
came from Shanchai, and were written be- 
fore he joined Li at Tientsin. Apparently 
Mr. Foster regarded a peaceful settlement 
as certain. The letters speak of the care 
the Japanese Government took to prevent 
a popular outbreak when the first -peace 
commission met at Kobe. Al! school teach- 
ers were directed to teach Japanese chil- 
dren that it is an essential feature of civili- 
zation to accord every mark of respect to 
foreigners. 

Diplomats here think Russia and Japan 
have reached an understanding by which 
the former will extend her territory south- 
ward from Vladivostock, thus securing a 
Pacific harbor open the year round. 

This has been an acquisition Russia has 
long sought, as it gives an Eastern outlet 
to the great Siberian Railway. The under- 
standing is rewarded as so definite and set- 
tled that diplomats here most concerned 
say Japan is assured of Russia's support in 
urging heavy concessions from China. 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE CASE. 


Mrs. A, J. Baird, Who Treated H. M. 
Bostworth, Arrested. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 26.—Mrs. A. J. 
Baird, a well-known Christian Scientist, is 
under arrest on a charge of practicing med- 
icine without a license. The attention of the 
authorities was directed to Mrs. Baird, it 
is said, ‘by the death Saturday of Harvey 
M. Bostworth, Vice-President of the Beat- 
ham Manufacturing Co. For six days prior 
to his death Mr. Bostworth had been under 


the care of Christian Scientisis. The day 
he died two physicians, Dr. C.. F. Wain- 
wright and Dr. J. P. Jackson, were called in. 
They were called too late, for Mr. Bostworth 
was unconscious and dying when they ar- 
rived.

HAVANA, Cubd, March 2.—The Spanish 
warship Alfonso XII. has arrived with 750 
men, The troops were received with the 
greatest enthusiasm.

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DEATH OF GARZA. 


It Seems Verified by the Official Report 
From Bocas del Toro. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

COLON, Colombia, March 16.—The follow- 
ing official report of Garza’s attack on Bocas 
del Toro has been made to the Governor of 
Panama: 

“‘At’4:30 this morning (March 8) the bar- 
racks of the troops and police force were at- 
tacked by an expedition from Costa Rica. 
The troops defended themselves worthily. 
My co-operation and that of my secretary 
were not wanting. After two hours of sharp 


fighting the rebels left, leaving in our hands 
various prisoners and the corpses’ of the 
Mexican General, Garza, Dr. Pereira Castro 
and two more unknown. We iost, among 
others, Lieut. Lopez. 

‘In all, the enemy had eight killed at the 
beginning; the others went to die in distant 
places. We have taken about twenty-five 
prisoners, among them More, Lame-Hand, 
Campo (Ecquadorian) and other notable 
ones. The truth is, the invasion was de- 
capitated and its worthy leaders killed. At 
about 2 o’clock we sent a steam launch in 
pursuit of the runaways and of the vessel 
with their ammunition. The latter is in our 
hands.”’ : 

The vessel referred to is a schooner named 
Favor de Deos. She is said to have con- 
tained when captured 80 rifles, 20,000 cart- 
ridges and a quantity of blankets, cloth- 
ing and rations. 

Since the attempt on Bocas, the inhabit- 
ants, both here and at Panama, have been 
in the greatest fear possible, evidently ap- 
prehending an invasion while they are abed.

Germany’s Emperor Does Honor 
to Prince Bismarck. 


PRESENTED WITH A SWORD. 


The Haeberstadt Cuirassiers, of Which 
Bismarck Is Honorary Colonel, 
Take Part in the Review. 


FRIEDERICHSRUHE, March 2%.—Em- 
peror William, who left Berlin for this place 
at 8:20 this morning, accompanied by the 
Crown Prince, left the special train near 
the village Amuehle, where he mounted a 
horse, and, attended by a brilliantly uni- 
formed staff, rode quickly to the spot se- 
lected for the assembling of the troops who 
had been detailed to do honor to Prince 
Bismarck. The troops consisted of ‘a squad- 
ron of the Haeberstadt Cuirassiers, of which 
regiment Prince Bismarck is honorary 
colonel, the Seventy-sixth Infantry Regi- 
ment, a squadron of the Fifteenth Hussars, 
all with colors flying and- their regimental 
bands in attendance, and a battery of the 
Holstein Artillery Regiment. With Em- 
peror William at its head, this force Was 
marched to an open space in Prince Bis- 
marck’s park, and upon arrivigg there the 
troops were deployed in parade order. Prince 
Bismarck had come in an open carriage and 
wore the uniform of the Haberstadt Cuiras- 
siers. The officers saluted, the troops pre- 


sented arms, the bands played patriotic 
airs and the Emperor welcomed the Prince 
with the eatest heartiness. 

His Majesty then took up a position in 
front of the troops and delivered an ad- 
dress of congratulation to the Prince. Then, 
in the name of the army, the Emperor pre- 
sented Prince Bismarck with a sword of 
honor with antique form, richly embossed 
and inlaid with gold. 

In presenting Prince Bismarck with the 
sword of honor, Emperor William, refer- 
ring to the presence of the Culirassiers, said 
that he handed him the gift in recognition 
of his deeds, adding: 

“I could not have found a better present 
than a sword, whether as the weapon of the 
ancient German or as a symbol of never- 
failing resource, and upon it are engraved 
the united arms of the Reichsland. May 
your serene Highness look upon this as a 
token of gratitude for deeds recorded in 
histo which were brought to a conclu- 
sion twenty-five years ago. t us, ™m- 
rades, shout a hurrah for his serene . 
ness Prince Bismarck, Duke of Latuenberg.”’

LEW ROBERTS’ WOES: 


He Is Finding Little Sympathy for His 
Attack on Mrs. Haskell. 


The $100,000 damage suit of Lew Roberts 
of Monticello, Ill., against Miss Harriet N. 
Haskell, principal of the seminary at that 
point, will not come up until the October 


term of the Madison County Circuit Court, 
if it comes up at all. 

Roberts also had a $5,000 damage suit 
pending against Miss Haskell for an alleged 
slanderous remark, made during their pe- 
riod of difference. which was wiped off the 
docket Monday, because of the plaintiff’s 
failure to file security for costs. 

Mrs. Roberts’ divorce suit has been filed, 
but the papers have not been served. The 
allegations in her petition are intemperance 
and neglect. 

Roberts’ trouble with Miss Haskell began 
last spring, when she discovered that he 
was recelving letters for one of her scholars. 
The young :lady's father and Miss Haskell 
called on Roberts and dressed him down 
eeverely for this. In addition Miss Haskell 
was not overfond of the Wayman Institute 
“Bulger,” and when she discovered that her 
girls were receiving free copies from Rob- 
erts’ store she calied them up to the chapel 
and, it is said, spoke her mind freely about 
Roberts and the ‘‘Bugler.’’ She told the 
girls to have no more to do with either of 
them. This broke up Roberts’ trade. He 
first filed suit for slander; then for dam- 
ages. Next came his wife’s divorce suit. 

Roberts has found great difficulty in get- 
ting lawyers to take his case. He claims 
the people of Alton are so impressed with 
the worth of Miss Haskell and the institu- 
tion she directs that be can not get a fair 
show to prove that he is a much-abused 
man. 

Miss Haskell’s attorney, H. C. Baker, Jr., 
on the other hand, claims that Miss Haskell 
had a perfect right to maintain discipline in 
her school, even if Roberts was made an in- 
direct sufferer. He does not take Roberts’ 
legal proceedings seriously.

GUZMAN ADVISED TO SETTLE. 


Hawaiian Minister Thurston Decides 
to Quit His Post and 
Go Home. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—So far 
as can be ascertained, Secretary Gresham 
has received no reply from his instructions 
to Ambassador Bayard to ascertain Great 
Britain’s intentions in yegard to Nicaragua 
and Venezuela. 

The Nicaraguan trouble is regarded by the 
Administration as the most pressing and 
important of the pending complications. 
That part of England’s demand for an in- 
demnity which stipulates that no citizen of 


the United States shall be accepted as an 
arbitrator is regarded as of most alarming 
signi ce, because if the United States 
were to permit it, other powers in the future 
might impose similar conditions, which 
wena eventually nullify the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, had 
a long conference with Secretary Gresham 
respecting the British ultimatum. Nicara- 

ua will, it is understood, claim that Consul 

atch, for whose expulsion the indemnity 
is demanded, did as much to attempt the 
overthrow of the Nicaraguan Government 
at Bluefields as any of the leaders under 
Chief Clarence. According to British con- 
tention, the Mosquito reservation was actu- 
ally.under a British protectorate up to the 
date of the Mosquito convention, and, there- 
fore, the Nicara n Government had no 
right to expel a British subject. 
he Administration is apprehensive that 
Nicaragua will attempt to ignore Great 
Britain’s demands, and, in this way, force 
the United States to come to heraid. There 
is no question that Secretary Gresham has 
urged Dr. Guzman to advise his Government 
to submit some proposition for settlement,

THURSTON DECIDES TO GO. 


The Hawaiian Minister Will Not Walt for 
Formal Notice. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—Minister 
Thurston has decided to leave this country 
without waiting for any formal notice from 
his Government to return, Mr. Thurston 
reached this conclusion somewhat sudden- 
ly, and announced his intention to friends 


while making farewell visits yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He retains the dignified silence 
which he has observed from the time he 
first learned that he was regarded by Mr. 
Gresham as persona non grata, from the 
press. He has not received such informa- 
tidn from the State Department, however. 
He declined to discuss his case in any man- 
ner, and merely said he would start for 
San Francisco to-day and take the steamer 
sailing next week for Honolulu. Asked as 
to whether he had received official notice 
that a request had been sent to his Gov- 
ernment for his recall, Mr. Thurston replied 
that he had nothing to say on the sub- 
ject. He was equally reticent as to whether 
or not he had been informed through the 
State Department of any changes pending 
or preferred in his case which might bring 
about the severance of his diplomatic rela- 
tions at Washington. None of the atta- 
ches of the legation would discuss the rea- 
sons on which Mr. Thurston has decided ta 
return home. For the present Mr. Hastings 
will be in charge of the legation. Rumors 
are current to the effect that he may be ap-« 
pointed Minister. It is also reported that 
Mr. Thurston will become the Hawalian 
Secretary of Foreign Aftairs and that Mr. 
Hatch will represent his Government at 
Washington. 

Notwithstanding the reticence of Mr. 
Thurston and members of the Hawalian le- 
gation, it is definitely learned that the re- 
tiring minister has not been informed by 
Secretary Gresham or any one representing 
him that a request for his recall has been 
sent to President Dole’s Government. Con- 
sistently with the past treatment of Ha- 
wali’s diplomatic representative the State 
Department has let its acts affecting him- 
self and his Government leak out through 
the medium of the newspapers. 

Mr. Thurston in conversation with a 
friend yesterday admitted that his only 
source of information as to the course of 
the State Department in his case has been 
obtained from the newspapers. He has 
received no communication from Secretary 
Gresham, and expected none he said. He 
accepted the press statements as accurate, 
he said, and his conclusion to return home 
was based on what the newspapers say.

ENGLAND'S CLAIM, 


Notice Given That Nicaragua Will be 
Pressed for Payment. 

LONDON, March 26.—The Parliament- 
ary Secretary of the Foreign Office, Sir Ed- 
ward Grey, in the House of Commons, re- 
plying to Mr. Charles Howard Vincent, 
member of Parliament for the Central di- 


vision of Sheffield, who questioned the Gov- 
ernment regarding the situation of affairs 
in the dispute between Great Britain and 
Nicaragua, said that the British Minister 
to Central America, Mr. A. Gosling, had 
been granted a leave of absence from his 
post, and would leave Central America in 
May. Mr. Roberts, the British Consul in 
Guatemala, would succeed Mr. Gosling, 
with the rank of charge d’affairs, and he 
would press the claim of Great Britain for 
$75,000 damages for the arrest of Mr. Hatch, 
the British Consular agent at Bluefields. 


Great Britain demands £15,000 ($75,000) 
“smart money,” to be paid down, before 
April 16 next, for the affront to the British 
Crown implied in the wrongful expulsion of 
British Pro-Consul Hatch from Bluefields. 
This is an imperative demand. There is no 
suggestion of arbitration or loophole offered 
for compromise or delay. Next, Great Brit- 
ain insists that the claims of Hatch and 
other British subjects for damages alleged 
to have been sustained shall be submitted 
to a mixed commission of three—one to 
appointed by Nicaragua, one by Great Brit- 
ain and the third to be selected by them, but 
‘not to be a citizen of any American Re- 
public.”’ 

This stipulation as originally given out by 
the Nicaraguan representatives was “not to 
be a citizen of the United States.” This 
statement gave opportunity for a technical 
denial on the part of British representa- 
tives, who said that no such undiplomatic 
and insulting discrimination had been made 
against the United States. But that Mexico, 
Chili, Venezuela, Brazil and other American 
Republics are included with the United 
States in the embargo does not render the 
fact that the United States is deliberately 
shut out from participation in a matter of. 
this great importance to the integrity of the 
Ame n Continent any the less serious.

COMMERCIAL ANNEXATION, 


That Is the Only Kind Favored by Sen- 
ator Proctor. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 26.—"I do 
not agree,’’ said Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont to-day, ‘‘with those of my colleagues 
in the Senate who court trouble in Cuba in 
the hope that we may have an opportunity 
to annex the island. ‘The character of a part 
of the population of Cuba is such that I 
should not consider it desirable as a State 
of the Union, as it would necessarily become 
if annexed. I consider Cuba of vast import- 
ance to this country commercially, but pre- 
fer that it should remain’‘as it is, or be an 
independent State, to its becoming a part of 
the United States. I am for commercial an- 
nexation, but not for territorial annexation. 
We can accomplish that result without a 
war of conquest and without purchasing the 
island, simply by reviving the policy of 
reciprocity. We made immense strides in 
our commerce with that country under the 
reciprocity clauBe of the McKinley law, and 
had a trade of vast proportions with the isl- 
and when the law was repealed. All that 
is changed now, and our Cuban trade is com- 
paratively of little consequence. It is an 
object lesson which the people of this coun- 
try should study with care.’’ 

The Senator added that he believed the 
Republican party would take the first oppor- 
tunity to revive the policy of reciprocity, 
but said he did not know whether the effort 
would be in the next Congress, owing to 
the probability of a veto of any reciprocity 
measure which might be enacted by Con- 
gress.

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CHANCES OF THS CUBANS. 


One Looker-On Who Thinks They May 
Win Their Fight. 

TAMPA, Fla., March ,26.—Marti, Gomez 

and Maceo are not yet in Cuba, de- 

clares a gentleman who arrived here 

last night by the steamer Olivette. 

He has been in the Santiago district 


for three months on business for his 
firm, which has extensive interests in that 
section. He says he has many acquaint- 
ances on both sides, and has been allowed 
to go freely through the lines of both the 
government and insurgent forces. 

He was in Santiago de Cuba until March 
1, when he went to Mazanillo, where he re- 
mained until six days ago. He says he has 
not been able to hear anything of Marti, 
Gomez or Maceo. So far as he knows no re- 
publican or provisional government has 
been formed by the insurgents, nor could he 
hear of any steps being taken in that di- 
rection. He said: “If the Ministry in Spain 
fis changed and the reforms promised the 
autonomists of Cuba are not given I be- 
lieve this rebellion will become very serious. 
Many citizens who are now neutral will 
become active as soon as they realize that 
there is no hope of reforms from Spain. 
The Spanish officers and soldiers now in 
the fleld seem very indifferent, with one or 
two exceptions, noticeably Gen. Garrich and 
Col. Santochilde. There is practically no 
enthusiasm among the Spanish troops, while 
the insurgents are full of it. 

“If Spain does not handle the insurrec- 
tion with a firm hand at once I don’t be- 
lieve it will be possible for her to conquer 
it. I do not believe she is strong enough 
to cope with it. She is preparing to send 
& great many soldiers, butethey will fall 
easy victims to yellow fever just as soon 
as the rainy season begins.”’

ORANGEMEN ARE 
UP IN ARMS 


Unwilling to Restore the Catho- 
lics Their Vested Rights. 


BITTERNESS IN MANITOBA. 


Yet the Premier and Minister of Justice 
Hold the Realm’s Highest Tri- 
bunal Should Be Obeyed. 


NEW YORK, March 2.—A special dis- 
patch to the World from Ottawa, Ontario, 
says: 

Every other political issue appears to have 
been lost sight of in the face of the action 


-the Dominion Government has taken to- 


wards re-establishing separate ‘schools, 
which were taken away from the Catholic 
Church in Manitoba by the Government of 
that Province in 1890. As to the effect of 


the step just taken by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment upon the two great political parties 
in Canada, it is impossible at this stage to 
give a just opinion. The Catholics of Cana- 
da number 42 per cent of the whole popula- 
tion, and as the evances of the Catholics 
of Manitoba are shared by the whole Cath- 
olic population of the Dominion, it may 
readily be seen that the fight for redress 
will be a bitter one, with the full force and 
influence of the Orange element arrayed 
against them. 

The present Premier, Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell, is a very prominent Orangeman, 
but with Sir Charles Tupper, Minister of 
Justice, he took the ground that the highest 
tribunal in the realm had declared that the 
vested rights of the Catholics of Manitoba 
had been interfered with, and, as it be- 
came a question for him either to deny them 
the right or to restore to them that which 
they had been deprived of, he chose the 
latter course, even in opposition to the 
strongest Orange and ultra-Protestant in- 
fluence that could be brought to bear upon 
him. It was a daring step, a step not taken 
without several of his Cabinet threatening 
to resign, one of his ministers, Patterson, 
Minister of the Militia, having since carried 
out his threat. 

Clarke Wallace, Comptroller of Customs, 
who holds the position of Sovereign Grand 
Master of the Orange order, still retains 
his position in the Government, but it is 
said that he will have to resign, as the 
Orange lodges all over the country are 
passing resolutions strongly condemnatory 
of the Government's action. There are other 
dissentions in the Cabinet over the step 
taken towards restoring Catholic schools in 
Manitoba, and, while it is hardly probable 
any further resignations will follow, the 
matter has caused some very bad blood 
among Sir Mackenzie’s ministry that may 
show itself when least expected. 

The Liberal party is in no better posi- 
tion than the Government, for they will 
have to commuit themselves one way or the 
other when the matter comes up before 
Parliament next month. The Liberals have 
always had the greater share of the Catholic 
vote, while nine-tenths of the Orangemen of 
the Dominion support the Conservative 
party. This fact makes the complication 
that may yet arise out of the Manitoba 
school question even more apparent,

HELPING OUT THE RASCALS. 


Despite the exposure of the crooked- 
ness in the street-cleaning contracts and 
the publication by the Post-Dispatch of 
City Counselor Marshall’s opinion that 
the retained 5 per cent of the con- 
tract money should be held to make good 
any losses of the city, the whole amount 
thus retained amounting to $10,381, has 
been paid over to Contractor Mueller. 

The Post-Dispatch showed that the 
city has been swindled out of thousands 
of dollars by the contractors who falsely 
certified that they paid their laborers 
$1.50 a day, where they paid only $1 a 
day and pocketed a padrone rake-off of 
55 cents on the daily wage of each labor- 
er. This was known to Street Commis- 
sioner Murphy, who made out the vouch- 
ers, and to Comptroller Sturgeon and 
Auditor Brown, who approved them. The 
opinion of City Counselor Marshall was 
known to these officials, yet all of them 
permitted the vouchers to go through. 

Street Commissioner Murphy's lame 
excuse is worse than no excuse. He said 
he could not withdraw the vouchers with- 
out@the consent of the Comptroller and 
Auditor. Auditor Brown says it was the 
Street Commissioner's business and sets 
up the old excuse which served so many 
officials in the Foerstel shortage, that he 
had no official information of crooked- 
ness, Under this pleasant theory an offi- 
cial is justified in'sitting like a bump on 
a log while the treasury is being looted or 
the City Hall burned down until in the 
course of the slow operation of the cir- 
cumlocution and red-tape machine he is 
notified that something is wrong.

BISMARCK’S BIRTHDAY. 

In the present temper of German fec'!- 
ing it was very unwise policy for the 
Center party and the Radicals in the 
Reichstag to vote down a resolution ex- 
tending congratulations to Prince Bis- 
marck on his eightieth birthday.

Bismarck has never concealed the fact 
that he holds these in contempt. He 
stands for the dynastic prineitple and for 
the dominance of the spirit of militarism 
that is always ready to substitute ‘“‘blood 
and iron” for argument and free dis- 
cussion. 

Nor is he a reminiscence of a 
past. He is an active, powerful, ag- 
gressive political force. His influence is 
a power that has to be reckoned with in 
the current politics of the Empire, and 
anything that strengthens or dignifies 
that influence in the minds of the people 
of Germany increases the difficulties of 
those who are fighting the battle for pop- 
ular liberty. § 

For this reason consistency required 
that the Liberals, Radicals and Social- 
ists should vote against the resolution 
of indorsement, yet it will probably cost 
them many seats in the Reichstag at the 
next election. .

I do not see on what plea owners 
of vacant property could refuse to consent 
to the use of ther lots for the purpose. My 
idea would be that the property in the out- 
lying districts, on the edge of the city, would 
perhaps afford the best fleld for the work. 
I can appreciate the necessity for such a 
movement. It should be begun at once in 
order to secure the best results.’’ 

“The matter should be taken up at once, 
as it is already getting into the spring,”’ 
said Mr. John F. Ford, business manager of 
the Courier. ‘Time is valuable in agricul- 
ture, arid the present is the time that seed 


should be put into the ground. There is | 


plenty of property, almost in the heart of 
the city, that could be used, and I have no 
doubt it could be obtained without trouble. 
I should judge that between Sixth street 
and Forest Park, along Olive street, Laclede 
avenue and similar thoroughfares, there are 
several hundred acres that could be used. 
Much of it is now in the condition that it 
was when occupied by the Indians. By 
starting now, and eetting into operation at 
once, I see no reason Why three times the 
amount of produce could not be raised here 
that was raised in Detroit last year. in 
some portions of the city I suppose residents 
might object to the cultivation of adjacent 
land, but I cannot see how these objections 
could be materia!. In my opinion it would 
aid, too, in bringing capital to St. Louis. 
It is a novelty, and as such is coming to be 
known to everyone. Far from depreciating 
the value of property, I think it would ex- 
tensively advertise the fact that there is 
property for sale here.” 

It was not necessary to explain the “De- 
troit Plan’ at any length to Mr. W. H. 
McClain of the Riverside Publishing Co. 
and member of the School Board. Mr. Mc- 
Clain, up to Sunday, was not very familiar 
with the matter, but he read the account of 
Mayor Pingree’s achievement in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch and studied it. When a Post- 
Dispatch reporter met him on yg Aone av- 
enue he was primed to talk. “There is 
everything to be said in favor of inaug- 
urating the plan at once,” said Mr. Mc- 
Clain. “I do not think that philanthropy 
could be manifested in a better form. It 
is not a charity. It is a means afforded the 
poor, without any sacrifice on the part of 
the more fortunate, to earn an honorable 
Bubsistence. It will discourage mendicancy, 
and that alone should recommend it. But 
to be behind in matters of this kind, for I 
understand it is to be tried in other cities, 
St. Louis should take up the matter right 
now.”’ 

Vice-President Joseph Franklin of the 
Wm. Barr Dry Goods Co. is very conserv- 
ative, but he indorses the “Detroit Plan,”’ 
as an intelligent solution of a difficult prob- 
lem. “It has proved feasiWle in Detroit,” 
said he: “it is feasible here. The effort 
should be made at once to set it working. 
The trial should be made at least. With suc- 
cess attending it, the result would pay any 
effort that may have been made."’ 

Maj. J. B. Harlow was coming down Olive 
street In a hurry wher the reporter ac- 
costed him. ‘Yes, I know about the ‘De- 
troit Plan,’’”’ said he. “It's a good thing. 
I do not.think there is any doubt that St. 
Louis will take it up. Whatever any other 
city has done St. Louls can do, and a great 
deal better. If Detroit has made a success 
of this thing, St. Louis, with her superior 
soll and superior climate, should make a 
success three times over. The matter must 
be taken up at once.”’

Pabst, a liquor dealer, owns the corner lot, 
and reports are current that the Greenleaf 
Investment Co. intends buying this. A ru- 
mor is afloat that Chicago capitalists are 
back of the deal and that a $200,000 building, 
to cover the quarter block, is to be erected. 


Pine Street Railway Opposition. 


It is the belief of the majority of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Pine Street and 
West Pine Boulevard Improvement and Pro- 
tective Association that the bill for the con- 
struction of the Pine street, Kirkwood and 
Northwestern street railway tracks on 
Pine street will fall by the wayside. Secre- 
tary Dausman of the committee says that 
the Council Committee having the bill in 
hand would not take any action. This in- 
formation was imparted by Mr. Dausman at 
the meeting of the Executive Committee 
Monday evening at the Mercantile Club. 
Messrs. Geo. Dausman and Clinton Rowell 
were appointed a committee to watch the 
House and Council and report any action to 
push the measure. 


Real Estate Men Interested. 


Much interest is being taken in the case 
pendi in the Circuit Court to set aside 
the sale of twenty-nine acres of Gambleton 
avenue property. The sale occurred last 
week by order of the Sheriff in the case 
of Jamison et al. vs. Bagot et al. The prop- 
erty sold at about three-quarters of its 
value, and Mr. Kinealy, representing the 
original owners, asked that the sale be set 
aside. He claims also that the sale was il- 
legal. If the sale is set aside the original 
owners will petition the court to be per- 
mitted to divide the property into lots and 
sell it plecemeal. It is claimed that the 
property is desirable for residences, and 
hence should be sold in lots and not in bulk. 
The hearing of Mr. Kinealy’s motion to set 
aside the sale will take place Thursday. 


Union Station Hotel. 


The ‘Terminal. Hotel at the Union Station 
is rapidly nearing completion, The heavy 
stone-work has been completed and work on 
the inside decoration will be commenced 
shortly. The stockholders of the Terminal 
Hotel and Arcade Co., the owners of the 
building, met in room 5609 of the Commercial 
Building Monday afternoon and decided to 
issue bonds aggregating in value the sum 
of $100,000, to be secured ®y mortgage or deed 
of trust, upon all of the property of the 
company. Emile Glogan is president of the 
company. 

Secretary A. J. Kingsbury of the company 
said that the building would be ready for oc- 
cupancy in two months. It ts the inten- 
tions of the concern to lease the hotel and 
at present Chicago and New York capitalists 
are negotiating for the same. The hotel, 
when completed, will have 109 guest rooms, 
with all modern improvements. 


More Buildings to Be Erected. 


Contracts will be let next week for the 
erection of fine dwelling at a cost of $20,000 
on the north-east corner of Boyle and Mary- 
land avenues. The buildings will be of brick 
and stone, of the colonial style of architec- 
ture. Owing to the fact that the contracts 
have not been let the owner’s name is with- 
held. Henry Fairback the builder is engaged 
in designing plans. 

Additional improvement will alzo be made 
on Newstead avenue hear Maryland in the 
shape of five brick dwellings to cost $25,000. 
Henry Elliott, Jr., is the owner and he has 
issued orders for the drawing of the plans. 
The feature of these additional improve- 
ments is*that no two houses will be alike 
inside or out, 


blanks, $€7.75; coal, $3; books for clerk and 
constable, $44.40; coal scuttle and shovel, 
75 cents; postage stamps and cards, $10; 
buggy hire and car fare for Constable, $95; 
Constable's badges, $10; towels, soap, etc., 
$3; total $333.90. To this must be added $300 
for rent for the four months, The largest 
month’s receipts of this office to date were 
$256.80 for January. The sum total of all 
fees turned in would scarcely suffice to pay 
the expefse bills, to say nothing of the 
salary iist of $608.33 per month. The salary 
list and expense account for this one office 
amounts to $3,067.22. The fees turned in for 
December, January and February aggre- 
gated about $600. The March returns are 
not in yet. 

Under the fee system this office was re- 

uted to be worth easily from $5,000 to 

,000 a year to the Justice and upwards of 
$2,500 to the Constable. Under the fee sys- 
tem, so far, the receipts have not amounted 
to one-third of the cost of running the office. 
Yet Justice Spaulding resisted the salary 
system, and he, with his Constable, went 
into court with an agreed case to obtain a 
judicial determination of the constitution- 
ality of the Devoy law. 

Comptroller Sturgeon does not like the ex- 
pense bill. If the others prove equally 
heavy and the fees returned do not increase 
materially the city will lose $50,000 a year 
on the nine offices. 

When the House of Delegates proposed an 
amendment providing for janitors for the 
Justices at $40 a month the Council refused 
to agree to it. In the conference committee 
it was pointed out that it is the custom in 
down town offices for a janitor to attend 
to a half dozen or more offices at a charge 
of $% for each one, At this the House com- 


mittee unanimously receded from the+ 


amendment. 

At that same meeting of the committee 
something was said about providing for the 
payment of expenses already incurred by 
the Justices. This was agreed to. Inci- 
dentally buegies for Constables were men- 
tioned as part of the expenses, to which one 
Councilman remarked on the absurdity of 
it when street cars ran within a few blocks 
of every place within the city limits. Yet 
here is an item of $9 for buggy hire and car 
fare from one office. 

Comptroller Sturgeon has not yet ap- 
proved the bill. He will require it itemized, 
as to transportation, stationery and legal 
blanks, books, and other vague expense 
items, before he approves it. Mr. Sturgeon 
says that Justice Spaulding’s bill has the 
distinction of being the only one containing 
a charge for buggy hire. , 


GRANDPA MURRAY IS SICK. 


An Old Veteran Who Is Popular With 
: Children Collapses. 


Many children will be sorry to hear that 
Grandpa Murray is dying. He is nearly %5 
years old and can never leave his bed again. 
He is Robert A. Murray, and for twenty 
years he has been one of the quaintest fig- 
ures in St. Louis.

In spite of 
his fifty years, Mr. Murray insisted on going 
out as a volunteer. He served from Bull 
Run until near the close of the struggle, 
when'a cannon ball broke his foot. He has 
been drawing a pension.

UNSPARING CONDEMNATION. 


Brutality at the Work-House Accom- 
panied by Almost Criminal In- 
difference to Danger. 


The Board of Charity Commissioners will 
submit its annual report to Mayor Wal- 
bridge Thursday or Friday of this week. A 
meeting will be held Wednesday night, at 
which the report will be completed and re- 
vised, and it will be handed to the Mayor 
within the following day or two. 

Some highly sensational developments are 
expected when the findings of the board are 
made public. It is understood from a semi- 
official source that the report will severely 
censure Supt. John C. Lohrum of the Work 
House, and recommend the immediate dis- 
missal of Assistant Supt. Joseph Galen. 


This denouement is the result of the recent 
investigation of the Work House and the 
methods pursued by Lohrum and his assist- 
ants in conducting it. It is understood the 
report will detail the cruelty and brutality 
of the guards to the prisoners, and con- 
ain a caustic criticism of Supt. Lohrum for 
allowing the inhuman practices that have 
been brought to light to go on. Among the 
latter specific mention will be made of the 
system of ‘“‘hanging’’ refractory prisoners. 

his consists of pinioning the arms of the 
offender behind his back, attaching a rope, 
which runs over a pulleyintheceiling, to the 


‘wrists and hauling the prisoner up until his 


feet are clear of the floor. This treatment 
will be declared positively brutal, and the 
author of the report is said to have been ata 
loss for language to speak strongly enough 
ingts condemnation. 

hese “hangings’’ are regulated only by 
the whim of the guards, and if a prisoner 
incurs their enmity he is entirely at their 
mercy. Prisoners have been allowed to hang 
by their wrists until their arms were swollen 
almost to their shoulders and they were so 
stiff in body and limb that they could 
scarcely stand. Such inhuman treatment, 
the report will say, is a disgrace to the in- 
stitution and to the city and should not have 
been tolerated for a single instant. 

During the investigation Assistant Supt. 
Galen informed a member of the board that 
he frequently clubbed colored women who 
had been sent there as prisoners. He gave 
this bit of information in the apparent belief 
that it evidenced the efficiency of the guards 
and the perfect working of the system. It 
is for this reason, together with numerous 
irregularities discovered, that the board has 
been prompted to recommend the removal 
of Galen. 

Considerable attention wil] be given to the 
fact that Lohrum’s wife is. on the pay- 
roll as cook at the Work-house., The board 
found such to be the case, and that, in 
reality Mrs, Lohrum pays little or no atten- 
tion to the cooking. Another fact is that 
Lohrum’s son is on the pay-roll as a host- 
ler. The son really doés no work, and 
the striking off of both, from the pay-roll 
will be recommended. Their salaries for 
doing nothing are $40 a month each. Such 
nepotism is not in accordance with the 
board’s ideas of the fitness of things, and 
the language'‘in which the author has ex- 
pressed them is said to be plain enough 
to be understood by others than college 
graduates. 

Attention will be called to the fact that 
the institution is in a dangerous conditien, 
and that prisoners are in danger of being 
killed, or injured, at any time, by the falling 
of ceflings. %n some of the rooms fully 
half of the plastering has already fallen 
off. and the remainder is likely to drop with- 
out warning at any moment. Prisoners are 
compelled to sleep in rooms where the 
ceilings are fully fifteen feet h‘gh, from 
which heavy plastering may drop in the 
night and maim or kill them. The trouble 
has been caused by a leaky roof which has 
never been repaired. The food will be de- 
clared inadequate, being deficient both in 
quantity and quality, and evidence is found 
in these facts to substantiate the charges 
made by Commissioner Grenner of tirregu- 
larities in the contracts for furnishing 
meats and supplies for the city institutions. 

Recommendations will be made that cer- 
tain alterations and improvements be or- 
dered by the municipal assembly in several 
of the city institutions, no matter how low 
the finances may be. Particular attention 
will be called to the imperative necessity 
of separating the patients suffering from 
infectious diseases from those suffering 
from non-infectious diseases in certain in- 
stitutions. To allow the existing conditions 
to continue is not only a menace to the 
health of the inmates, but a blot upon the 
fair name of the city. 

A deplorable condition of affairs exists at 
the Female Hospital, which will be care- 
fully reviewed by the board. The institu- 
tion is overcrowded-to such an extent that 
it is impossible for the races to be separated, 
and negroes and whites are compelled to 
sleep side by side in the same wards, with 
only a few inches between their beds. The 
employes are quartered in some tumble- 
down sheds, which are not fit to afford 
shelter for cattle. How they kept them- 
selves from freezing during the last cold 
winter is a mystery. The report will de- 
nounce this condition of affairs as a blot 
upon civilization, 

he City Hospital will be characterized 
as a disgrace to this great city. The build- 
ing is unfit for the use to which it is put, 
and is wholly inadequate to accommodate 
the thousands of patients yearly sent there 
for treatment and care. he management 
of Superintendent Heine Marks will be com- 
mended as up to a high standard, and far 
beyond tha expectations of the board, under 
the circumstances. 

Better buildings will be recommended, 
as an imperative necessity, for the Work- 
house, City Hospital and Female Hospital 
and alterations and improvements suggest- 
ed in other institutions. The jail has been 
twice visited and the conditions of affairs 
there found to be unsatisfactory, but the 
board has been unable to give the institu- 
tion the attention f deserves, because of 
the more pressing claims of institutions in 
which unfortunate dependants upon the 
city are kept. An effort to improve the 
quarters where criminals are incarcerated 
will be made later. 

Through the efforts of the board. the 
House of Refuge has been converted into 
a manual training school, and the boys, 
under certain age, who are sent there will 
be ‘taught trades instead of being com- 
pelled to do common labor. This reform 
was lobbied through the municipal assem- 
bdiles solely through the efforts of members 
of the Board of Charity Commissioners. 

A recommendation will be made that the 
boys, who have been sent to the institution 
for some offense, be separated from the non- 
criminal class, who are there for want of 
suitable homes. This measure was urged 
by the Post-Dispatch some time ago. The 

ractice of bringing all classes together 
ndiscriminately will be condemned in the 
report as dangerous to the morals of the 
non-criminal class and a great injustice to

were . Their testimony was given 
in subdued tones and very few of the cu- 
rious who had gathered were any the better 
informed of the details of Mr. Von der Ahe’s 
conduct leading up to the divorce than they 
were before the hearing was commenced. 

Mrs. Von der Ahe came'into court with 
O’Neill Ryan at about 11 o’clock and her son 
Eddie, but the latter was not called upon to 
testify. 

Mr. Charles Broadhead, Jr., attorney for 
Mr. Von der Ahe, was present to take care 
of his client’s interests in the matter of 
alimony, but had no questions to ask of the 
witnesses. ' 

Mrs. Von der Ahe testified to her mar- 
riage to Mr. Yon der Ahe March 6, 1871, in 
St. Louis, and-to the separation on Jan. 138, 
which was followed almost immediately by 
the filing of suit for divorce. Her petition 
alleges that Mr. Von der Ahe had been un- 
faithful to her both in St. Louis and else- 
where, had frequently absented himself 
from home at times for the entire night and 
had traveled from place to place with ques- 
tionable women. It concluded with the 
claim that Mr. Von der Ahe was possessed 
of about $50,000 worth of personal and real 
property and asked that proper provision be 
made by the court for Mrs, Von der Ahe’s 
support. 

Only such questions were put to Mrs. Von 
der Ahe by her counsel as were absolutely 
necessary to establish the charges of her 
petition. The chief point of her testimony 
was that on one occasion a gentleman 
named Sinclair called at the Von der Ahe 
residence while Mr. Von der Ahe was away 
and asked for Eddie. The two went into thd 
parlor where they held an animated con- 
versation. She overheard Sinclair tell Eddie 
that the latter’s father was becoming en- 
tirely too attentive to Sinclair’s wife. 

Mrs. Von der Ahe breathed a sigh of re- 
lief when she was excused. 

Edward Goodfellow,formerly superintend- 
ent of Sportsman’s Park in Mr. Von der 
Ahe’s employ, was called. He testified that 
he had frequéntly driven Mr. Von der Ahe 
to the house of Nettie Myer at Webster and 
Easton avenues, and to that of a woman 
named Della Wells on Grand avenue. He 
stated that when Mr. Von der Ahe would 
leave the city he would return a couple of 
days before he was expected by his wife 
and go to the Myer woman’s house. 

Goodfellow testified to several incidents 
between Mr. Von der Ahe and the woman 
mentioned, besides other women. 

The only other witness called was Bruno 
Aldag, formerly a bookkeeper at Sports- 
man’s Park for Mr. Von der Ahe. Aldag 
testified that above the public office at the 
park there was another apartment used by 
Mr. Von der Ahe as his private office: There 
was a lock to the door. r. Von der Ahe 
frequently came to the park with women, 
among them the Myers woman, and the 
woman known as Wells. Almost always 
he would go up to his private office with 
the women. On one occasion witness hav- 
ing to go up-stairs to see Mr. Von der Ahe, 
found the door locked. 

Judge Klein said that more testimony 
would be unnecessary. 

The matter of alimony had evidently been 
arranged beforehand between the attorneys. 
No testimony was taken as to the extent of 
Mr. Von der Ahe’s property, and no objec- 
tion was raised to the amount of alimony, 
$3,150, by Mr. Von der Ahe’s attorney. 


DEFIED FEDERAL OFFICERS. 


Town Marshal Bledsoe Flees With Jim 
French to Arkansas. 


A story of rivalry bhetween local and 
United States officers is told by Post Office 
Inspector Charles Thomas, who went to 
Walden, Mo., with United States Marshal 
Noll last Thursday to bring back Jim 


French, on a charge of Post Office robbery. 
The town marshal, J. H. Bledsoe, refused to 
give him up, and while the United States of- 
ficers were waiting for an order to compel 
the surrender of French, the prisoner was 
smuggled, in a closed wagon, to St. Francis, 
Mo. There it is alleged the Malden officers 
boarded a freight train, and took French 
out of the State to Jonesboro, Ark., where 
they arrived at 12 o’clock Monday nicht. 

Thomas and Nall got wind of the affair 
and gave chase. They boarded train No. 
3 of the Cotton Belt. At Marmaduke, Mo., 
a freight train pulled up to let the Cotton 
Belt passenger go by. Thomas thinking 
that rench was on the freicht train in- 
vestigated, and located him in the caboose. 
He was handcuffed and seated next the 
Malden officials. They guarded him with 
revolvers and defied the United States of- 
ficers to take French. As Nall and Thomas 
were out of their district in Arkansas and 
as the Malden officers would not voluntari]l 
give up the prisoner the United States of- 
ficers left on a North-bound train for 8t.

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MRS. COYLE NOT TO BE SEEN 


A Don Juan Whose Outward Character- 
istics Gave Him No Aid in His 
Affairs of the Heart. 


The sensational occurrence which led to 
James F.. Coyle filing a petition for divorce 
from his wife was the topic of discussion in 
the West End, as-well as in the down-town 
resorts of men yesterday. Society has not 
enjoyed such a morsel since the Opel scan- 
dal, and in that case the climax was neither 
so sensational nor so unexpected. 

It develops now that Mr. Coyle’s return to 
the city earlier than he was expected by 
Mrs. Coyle was not accidental. His sus- 
picions had been aroused before he went to 
New York on a business trip two weeks 
ago. He engaged private detectives to 


watch his home, and they kept tab on the 
comings and goings of H. W. Chandler, the 
man in the case. i 

Mr. Chandler, apparently, made himself 
quite at home, using a latch key and walk- 
ing in as if he were the master of the house. 
None of the neighbors saw anything sus- 
picious. Mrs. Coyle attended parties and en- 
tertainments, and made and received calls 
as usual, in her husband's absence. The vis- 
its of Chandler were made late at night and 
he left early in the morning, before the 
neighbors were astir. 

No one_knew what was going on, but the 
detectives, and, at the proper time, they no- 
tified Mr. Coyle. On his return he remained 
downtown until about the hour when 
Chandler might be expected to repeat the 
visit he had made every night during the 
husband’s absence, accordigg to the report 
of the detectives. In due time Chandler was 
seen to enter. After giving him a few min- 
utes’ start, Mr. Coyle brought his latch key 
into use, and he and the detectives entered. 
The chamber door was locked, but it was 
forced open, and the husband's worst fears 
were realized. His wife and Chandler were 
occupying the same couch. . 

The scene which followed can scarcely be 
imagined. Of course, with three. officers on 
hand, Mr. Coyle had no opportunity to vent 
his feelings by inflicting an personal 
chastisement on the invader of his home. 
But without any warlike trimmings the 
denouement was thrilling enough. Chand- 
ler was not allowed time to dress, but with 
scant ceremony was hustled out barefooted, 
carrying his footgear in his hand and mak- 
ing as dignified a retreat as was possible 
under the circumstances. 

The persons most interested remain un- 
communicative. Mr. Coyle was_ found 
Tuesday at his place of business. He was 


a typewriter, hard at work. He would 
not be interviewed. Mr. Sargeant, his part- 
ner, said Mr. Coyle would not discuss the 
affair in any of its bearings, and he (Mr. 
Sargeant) knew nothing about it. 

Mr. Chandler was also found at his place 
of business, 2842 Olive. He was still cool, 
and, apparently unconcerned. The reporter 
referred to the stories of his sockless re- 
treat from the bower of Venus, as affording 
him an opportunity of refuting any rumors 
reflecting on his dignity. Other efforts were 
made to induce him to make a statement, 
but the stereoptyped reply met every at- 
tempt “I have nothing at all to say, sir. 
I have no statement to make.” 

The Coyle residence on Washington ave- 
nue looked as peaceful and immaculate 
Tuesday morning, with the sunlight glinting 
over its pretty granite front, as if its seren- 
ity had not lately been disturbed by the 
antics of a bold, bad man. Cleaning-day 
was in evidence by the hoisted windows of 
the second-story front’ room. The hand- 
some Irish point curtains were half-way 
pinned up, and broom and dust-brush were 
fast driving out the last fleck of mud and 
dust left behind by Mr. Chandler’s unholy 
boot. 

But there were no broken doors or any- 
thing to denote that there had been a 
scuffle. And there wasn’t any. The serv- 
ants, who slept on the third floor of the 
house, heard nothing but the master’s 
voice on that fatal Saturday night, and at- 
tached no importance to that, because they 
thought he had returned from his Eastern 
trip. 

In the morning they prepared breakfast 


as usual, of which only Mr. Coyle partook, [ 


his wife not being in evidence since, and 
must have left the house and neighbor- 
hood early Sunday morning, even before 
the servants of that fashionable thorough- 
fare were astir. She has not been there 
since, and when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called this morning no clew to the late mis- 
tress’ whereabouts could be obtained. In 
the reception hall, guarding the very en- 
trance of his Lares and Penates, hangs 
the master’s picture, a large bust crayon, 
and Jim Coyle certainly can give his rival 
for his wife’s favors cards and spades and 
then beat him in the game as a good-looker 
a dozen times over. It is strange, indeed, 
that a woman should be so utterly for- 
getful of the good looks in her spouse to 
yearn for the company of a so much less 
handsomer man to the extent that she 
would furnish him with a night key to her 
domicile. 

To her many friends Mrs, Coyle’s escapade 
is short of a mystery. She was a woman 
beloved by all those who knew her and all 
say a good word for her. “ 

Her most intimate friend, a lady well 
known here in society circles, told the re- 
porter this morning that she absolutely 
can not believe it. “I saw her nearly every 
day,” said this lady, “and they are both 
my friends and my husband’s. I never 
heard her speak of this man Chandler, and 
Iam sure I never saw him. She is the last 
woman in the world who would be suspect- 
ed of ilty intimacy with any man, for she 
is modest in her behavior and never seemed 
to care for the society of men. I often held 
up Jim Coyle and Kitty to my friends as a 
model married couple, for although they 
had been married a long time they appeared 
like lovers even to this day. He treated her 
with the kindness and indulgence that he 
would treat a baby; and she, poor woman, 
was wrapped up in him. She depended upan 
him in everything, for she is a woman of a 
clinging, depending disposition.”’ 

“Do you know where she is?” asked the 
reporter. But . Coyle’s friend stoutly 
asserted that she did not know. “She may 
have gone to some friends outside of the 
city, or to the house of her parents, who 
are said to live somewhere not very far 
from St. Louis,”’ she said; but where they 
do live she absolutely refused to tell. 

When the reporter called at Mrs. Chand- 
ler’s residence Washington avenue, he 
found that lady at home, but unable to see 
anyone, and the message she sent down- 
stairs was “that newspaper, as well as other 
inquirers, must go to the parties most in- 
terested; that she had no statement to 
make.”’ 

Mr. Chandler is one of those men, occa- 
sionally met with; who, without any good 
looks to account for their success in amor- 
ous adventures, are the recipients of smiles 
where men of captivating pearance ut- 
terly fail to make an impression. He is no 
longer young, being upwards of years.

KILLED HIS FATHER.

Noah Strevil Has Been Arrested 
at Fort Scott. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

FORT SCOTT, KAN., March 26.—Another 
thrilling’ chapter was to-day added to the 
widely published domestic romance and 
mysterious murder of Stewart Strevil, the 


ranchman who was found before his own 
lonely hearthstone on his ranch near this 
city about two weeks ago with his throat cut 
and hie head crushed. His 28-year-old son, 
trevil, was arrested, c with 
the awful crime of murdering the father 
whom he had never seen until last July. 

Young Strevil (known better as Bowling, 
the name yg his stepfather, who reared him) 
was found at his home at 3 o’clock this 
morn and brought to this city and locked 
up, without nas. He is charged with 
having stealth crept into his father’s 
housg on the ~— of March 15 and to have’ 
struck him on e head with a slung-shot 
and to have cut his throat with a razor, with 
the Intent to becoming the immediate heir 
to his ranch and stock. 

The murder was of so an extremely 
atrocious nature that rewards amounting 
to about $600 were offered by Gov. Morrill 
and Bourbon County for the arrest and con- 
viction of the murderer, and no Iess than 
twelve detectives have been at work on the 
case. The prosecuting attorney claimed 
to-day that he had sufficient evidence 
against the young man to convict him. 

This arrest revives the remarkably ro- 
mantic incidents of the murdered mah’s 
life. In he left his wife, now Mrs. 
Bowling, and an unborn babe in Bates 
County, near ent City. The babe was 
born, a son, and the mother having word 
from Kansas City that her husband, who 
had so mg ie oye disappeared, had been 
killed at Kansas City ahd thrown into the 
river, married James Bowling and moved 
to Bourbon County. >» 

The son grew to be 27 years old, and last 
July, by a strange coincident identified the 
father, Stewart Strevil, who had been mar- 
ried twenty-four years ago to another wo- 
man, and was living on a ranch about 
twenty miles from where the boy and his 
mother had finally located. The babe, un- 
born, when deserted by its father, is now in 
aus to answer to the charge of butchering 
him.

Scope of Interstate Commerce Laws 


and Right of Injunction Are 
Points at Issue. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—The 
hearing on the application of Bugene V. 
Debs and others for a writ of habeas corpus 
for their release from imprisonment was 
resumed promptly on the opening of the 
Supreme Court of the United States at noon 
to-day. Atty.-Gen. Olney made the first ar- 
gument, speaking in behalf of the Govern- 
ment in opposition to the application, 

Debs and his associates ask for a writ of 
habeas corpus retrieving from the sentence 
of imprisonment passed on them by Judge 
Woods of the United States Circuit Court. 
for the Northern District of Illinois in De- 
cember last, on the charge of contempt in

failing to obey the injunction of the Court 

requiring them to desist from interfering ‘' 

with the interstate transportation of the 

mails, passenger or freight, and also from 

preventing employes of the railroad con- 
cerned in transacting their business. 
JUDGE TRUMBULL’S PLEA. 

The contentions of the petitioners is the 


original bill stated no case co le in 
chancery, and that therefore the junc- 
tion was void, and that the persons at 
whom it was aimed were not bound to ob- 
serve it. 

The case was opened yesterday afternoon 
by ex-United States Senator Lyman Trum- 
bull, counsel for the petitioners. He said 
the great question was, whether a court 
of equity had jurisdiction in a case of the 
character of the one under consideration 
and proceeded to argue the constitutional 
bearin of the question.

If the petitioners had been guilty as 
charged, they should have been proceeded 
against in the regular manner by indict- 
ment az.d trial by jury. 

He took issue with the contention that the 
constitutional provision for the regulation 
of commerce between the States gave au- 
thority for such a proceeding as this in 
equity, but declareé that this was entirely 
contrary to the holding of the courts, in 
support of which position he quoted various 
authorities, But even if this were correct, 
the present case was one confined entirely to 
the State of Illinois.

He also took exception to the use of the word 
conspiracy as used in the bill, declaring that 
the purpose of the strikers was that-of pre- 
venting the hauling of sleeping cars, and not 
that of preventing the transportation of the 
mails or of interfering with interstate traffic.

By that act, the principles in accordance 
with which interstate transportation shall 
be conducted, are laid down and defined, 
their violation is inhibited under very se- 
vere penalties, and, to crown the whole, 
all the interstate commerce railroads of 
the country are practically put in charge of 
a commission which is to see to it that 
their duties as interstate carriers as pre- 
scribed by Congress are faithfully dis-

Whether or not the St. Louls Board of 
Public Schools has the right to exclude pu- 
pils who refuse to submit to vaccination is 
a question that is still open for argument, 
the Court of Appeals refusing to pass upon 
it Tuesday until Attorney August Rebenack 
complied with certain formalities, —- 

Mr. Rebenack, who last week applied for 
a writ of mandamus against the School 


Board to compe! the admission of his two 
children to the Garfield School, was in the 
Court of Appeals bright and early, expecting 
to secure the writ. He could not see how 
any court could rule that the Board has the 
power to compel the scraping of the arms of 
pupils, any more than to compel their in- 
oculation for rabies, and he said as much. 

His applicatibn was among the last of a 
large number under consideration b the 
court. When it was reached Judge m- 
bauer announced: “Until you state some 
facts in your fetition, Mr. Rebenack, this 
court cannot consider your application. The 
matters set forth here are mere conclusions 
of law and no writ of mandamus can issue 
on that. If you will amend your petition 
and incorporate what you have verbally 
stated to the court an alternative writ may 
issue.”’ 

Mr. Rebenack said he did not see how 
he could set forth any more facts than he 
had already, but took the application and 
stated he would amend and refile it later 
in the day. 

Attorney Stark of the School Board came 
into the court-room just after Judge Rom- 
bauer’s announcement. “I am not mixed 
up in the matter just yet,” said he to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and will not be 
until Mr. Rebenack secures some kind of 
an order. But I do not think Mr. Reben- 
ack’s application will hold, Similar ques- 
tions have arisen in other States and the 
practice of excluding pupils not vaccinated 
has been sustained, notably in New York.” 

Mr. Rebenack’s son Loule was sent home 
from the Garfield School on March 15 be- 
eause his father refused to allow him to be 
vaccinated, and his little 1 Gertrude was 
served the same way On March 19. If Mr. 
Rebenack secures his alternative writ the 
School Board will have to show th 
why it should not be compelled 
the children without vaccination.

TO IRRIGATED LANDS. 


Wm. EB. Smythe Seeks to Divert the Sur- 
plus Population. 


BOSTON, Mass., March 25.—Chairman 
Wm. E, Smythe of the National Irrigation 
Committee, representing the Irrigation Con- 
gress of twenty Western States, inaugu- 
rated the Eastern campaign for his cause in 
Wells’ Memoria! Hall last night. Edward 
Everett Hale presided and made a vigorous 
speech in favor of an organized effort to 
divert surplus population to surplus land 
and develop industries and social institu- 
tions’ that would prove strong attractions 
to tlfe masses. He thought this movement 
one of the most important undertaken in 
many years. 

Mr. Smythe declared that “the cause of 
the West is the Cause of the nation,” ar- 
guing that there is a direct relation be- 
tween the surplus lands in the new States 
of the Far West and the pressure of eco- 
nomic conditions tn the East. He believes it 
is necessary to provide an outlet, not only 
for the unemployed, but as a means of bet- 
tering the conditions of the middle classes. 
He claimed that a larger percentage of ten- 
ants are found in the United States than 
in any other civilized country, except Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Smythe presented telegrams from 
ublic officials in Wyoming, Idaho, Wash- 
ngton and Montana, announcing that each 
of those States has passed legislation ac- 
cepting the grant of 1,000,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands on condition that they shall be re- 
claimed and settled. These lands are now 
offered for colonization on terms which it 
is believed will come within reach of in- 
dustrial colonies, in which it is hoped to 
interest prominent workingmen, financiers 
and philanthropists of the Wast. Mr. 
Smythe’s claims for such advantages as will 
be necessary to move, equip and sustain 
the people, ample security can be furnished 
upen the lands and water supply.

Kendrick Brothers Write From 
Mexico to Deny Wrong-Doing. 


“INOW REGRET THEIR FLIGHT, 


Will Return to Face Their Traducers 
and Preparedto Offera Reasonable 
Compromise to Their Creditors, 


Crawford M. and Charlies A. Kendrick, 
whose departure from St. Louis about 
March 1 created something of a sensation, 
have been heard from. They have written 
to a friend here, their letters being dated at 
the City of Mexico and Oaxaca. 

The Kendricks were commission mer- 
chants, dealers in bakers’ and confectioners’ 
supplies, .and officers of the Mississ{ppi 
Valley Mercantile Co., their departure fol- 
lowing directly upon their assignment, and. 
occurring the night before they were to 


have appeared before a notary, under sub- 
oenas, resulted in all manner of charges 
te their creditors. - Their leaving without 
baggage, apparently to elude watching de- 
tectives, was another. cause of gossip. 

One of the letters, from Charles A. Kend- 
rick, dated Oaxaca, March 13, 18%, states 
that upon arrival there he was surprised to 
learn that newspaper accounts of the affair 
had preceded the brothers, making, their 
work in securing shipments of coffee pecu- 
liarly 4ifficult. ‘‘The action of some of our 
creditors in St. Louis,”’ the letter continues, 
“cannot but be considered as senseless per- 
secution, and we shall prove to them that 
it costs money to act in this way. The 
amount of money we shall have to pay, I 
note, is being increased by the actions of the 
lawyers. I note that Valle Reyburn stated 
he was trying to be a Sherlock Holmes, and 
all of this to tarnish our reputations, which 
will do him no good. It may be a ge oe 
rary satisfaction, a malicious pleasure, but 
cuts us to the quick, and gives our enemies, 
of whom I do not think we have many, 
undoubtedly much satisfaction. We feel 
confident our friends are participating in 
our mortification. I have great diffi- 
culty in keeping Crawford from. re- 
turning to St. Louis. He cannot do so for 
at least thirty days, by which time I hope 
his health will permit our return to com- 
mence the fight for our good name and 
reputation, against the miserable state- 
ments made in our absence. We have acted 
in every way as Mr. Mills directed.” 

The latest of the letters is dated at the 
City of Mexico, March 14, and written by 
Crawford M. Kendrick. t avers that all 
published statements were absolutely un- 
true. “They were caused by our not re- 
turning to our quarters. Mr. Mills advised 
us, in order to avoid the detention caused 
by the notice of suits, not to return to St. 
Louis, but to go ahead and he would for- 
ward our baggage. He assured us there 
was in no way any necessity for us to re- 
main, as he would take care of our baggage. 
This now appears to have been just what 
we should not have done, as it furnished 
grounds for all these miserable lies and ex- 
aggerations. We absolutely have not done 
anything that is not correct and when I 
return to St. Louis I shall so prove. We 
will be fully vindicated in the future and 
can well await that time as we can’t well do 
otherwise. This is simply persecution of 
the most unpleasant nature. Right here let 
me say that the two notes of the Interstate 
Candy Co., discounted by the State Bank, 
were taken from the candy campany for 
sales of merchandise made that company. 
These are the only notes, save one for $1,000, 
that we took from the candy company. We 
never did any ‘kiting’ in the slightest man- 
ner. We have come to Mexico to work 
hard, and will suffer many deprivations in 
our endeavors to make in one year sufficient 
to pay part, if not all, our indebtedness. 1! 
have asked, and partly, offered, a certain 
per cent in cash and our notes in full. with 
5 per cent interest, for all we owe. I want 
twelve, fifteen or eighteen months to pay 
every dollar we owe. If this is accepted I 
can bérrow enough to make a cash payment 
and give our notes at above time to pay in 
full all we owe. I want the pleasure of 
living and knowing that I owe fo man any- 
thing. I have always enjoyed this pleasure 
and want to enjoy it again.’’ 

The remaining letter, dated City of Mex- 
ico, March 9, is of similar tenor. It states 
that already reports have reached there 
from St. Louis and are being commented 

pon, making their work in the republic 
foubiy difficult. “A reputation is difficult 
to gain, but s0 easy to blacken 
and ruin. There are undoubtedly laws in 
the land giving the maligned a money satis- 
faction, but that does not compensate 
one.”’

Abram Prafitt Falls ‘in the Fire After

WILL LOSE THEIR ALLOWANCES, 


Penalty Two Brothers Pay for Contesting 
a Relative’s Will. 


OAKLAND, Cal, March 26.—When Dr. 
Samuel Merritt died he left a two-million 
dollar estate to his sister, Mrs. Garcelon. 
When Mrs. Garcelon died she left a will 
providing for a trust fund of $500,000, the 
income of which was to be paid to Dr. Mer- 
ritt’s nephews, James and Fred Merritt. 
One of the considerations of the trust is 
that should either of the two brothers ever 
contest her will, testing the wisdom of any 
of its provisions or doubt its genuineness, 
both shall lose every right and title to the 
trust, the innocent brother suffering alike 
with the guilty one. The trust property then 
reverts to the residuary legatee of Mrs. Gar- 
celon. Nevertheless, James did contest the 
will, but was beaten in the Superior Court 
He appealed and the Supreme Court upheld 
the lower court. Now the attorney of the 
estate announces that he will notify Capt. 
J. H. Knowles, the custodian of the trust, 
to cease paying the allowances to both the 
Merritt brothers. Capt. Knowles. is in 
doubt what to do, and the mattér will be 
tested in court. 


CAN RAISE SUGAR. 


Cane Grows to an Hnormous Height in 
California. 


STOCKTON, Cal.,March 26.—The experi- 
ments of growing sugar cane on an island in 
San JoaquinCounty have been so successful 
that the Government is now preparing to 
engage in the culture on a larger scale. 


Two experts who were recently sent here by 
the Spreckles people were so surprised that 
they procured two tons of first-class cane 
from the Hawaiian Islands and other sec- 
tions to make thorough tests of the lands 
hereabouts. The experts representing the 
Spreckles company expect to see the sugar 
cane grow here to the height of thirty-five 
feet and contain more saccharine matter 
than any cane raised in this country.

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IN PRITICOATS. 
Remarkable Warfare Waged by 
Miss Kittie Evérest. 


He Wants to Be Mayor of ‘Atchison, 
But It Looks as If Miss 
Everest Will Defeat Him. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

ATCHISON, Kan., March 26.—Anything is 
possible in Kansas politics, but no city in 
the State has ever witnessed such a munici- 
pal campaign as Atchison is now experi- 
encing. A young woman who was never in 
politics before has become a most potent 
factor within the past, few weeks and has 
developed’ a wonderful faculty for cam- 


paigning. 

The election of B. P. Waggener to the of- 
fice of Mayor is being most strenuously op- 
posed by Miss Kittie Everest, a daughter 


of the late Col. Aaron 8. Everest, who was 
in his lifetime one of the leading lawyers 
of the State, and at one time a partner of 
Waggener as attorney for the Missouri Pa- 
cific rater. The young woman, who has 
awakened interest throughout the entire 
State in her efforts to defeat Waggener, is 
not an equal suffragist, and is making the 
fight for persona! reasons. Waggener is now 
general attorney for the Missouri Pacific, 
is ene of the men on whose judgment Geo. 
Gould relies implicitly, and is widely known 
as a successful politician; but already he 
has found the fight against this young 
woman one of the hardest of his life. 

When Waggener was nominated by the 
Democrats a few weeks ago his election was 
confidently predicted and almost conceded 
by even those who opposed him. Miss Ev- 
erest was laughed at in her first efforts to 
defeat him, but within a week after she en- 
tered the campaign there was a perceptible 
difference in affairs. 

The young woman is highly educated and 
speaks several languages. She has traveled 
in Europe and has seen much of the world. 
Although she is but 27 years old she has 
been twice married and as many times di- 
vorced, and this experience may have given 
her some insight into the characters of 
men, It is certain that she has done wonder- 
ful work in the present Comnnaies. AS a po- 
litical speaker she outranks Mrs. Lease, 
and as a ward-worker she surprises the men 
who have been at it a lifetime. The death of 
her fathen a few months ago left Miss Ev- 
erest a handsome fortune, and she does 
not hesitate to use money freely. She claims 
the tredit of registering a majority of the 
1,300 womén whose names have been placed 
on the books as legal voters, and this claim 
is conceded, as the largest number of women 
in Atchison who have claimed the right to 
vote since they were granted municipal 
suffrage was 200. The young woman be- 
longs to one of the oldest and wealthiest 
families in the State, and is making her 
influence among her friends count for all 
the votes possible. 

Miss Everest’s enmity for Waggener was 
engendered soon after the death of her 
father, when the suspicion was rife that she 
had poisoned him. She claims that the ac- 
cusation was first made by Waggener, and 
that he sowed it broadcast. To refute the 
charges she had the body exhumed and a 

st-mortem examination made by Dr. Geo. 

alley of Kansas City and two reputable 
physicians of Atchison, who found that no 
poison had been administered. She accuses 
Waggener of being responsible for having 
the report sent out through the Associated 
Press, and says she will bring a heavy sui 
for damages when the municipal election 
in.

FORT WAINE, Ind., March 26.—Diphthe- 
ria is raging at the Indiana Feeble-Minded 
Institute, near this city.

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CLIFFORD LET DOWN EASY. 


The Crack Horses Are Asked to Pack 
Light Imposts Probably as an In- 
ducement for Them to Start, 


The St. Louis Fair Association goes East 
for its handicapping, and the result is shown 
in the misfit arrangement of the Inaugural 
weights by Judge Burke. When it comes to 
placing horses, Judge Burke has few if any 
superiors on the American turf, but as a 
handicapper he will never do for the reason 
that he is entirely too lenient with the best 
horses. In handicapping them in the In- 
augural his aim seemed to be to get them to 
the post, and in his anxiety to accomplish 
this purpose he overlooked the fundamental 
principle of handicapping, which is of course 
to equalize the weights in such @ manner 
as to give each and every horse a chance to 
win. 

Judge Burke goes on the theory that it will 
not do to put too much weight on the crack 
horses, because their owners might not let 
them: start, and that would not please his 
employers, who no doubt size up his handi- 
capping by the amount of money it draws 
at the gate the day the race is run. Last 
year Judge Burke’s handicapping caused 
discontent among the bookmakers and the 
owners of fair classed horses, and if the 
Inaugural can be taken as a criterion the 
same complaint will cause trouble again 
this season, 

In the Inaugural Clifford and Dr. Has- 
brouck are given top weight, 124 pounds. 
Any follower of the turf knows that there is 
as much difference between these two 
horses as there is between day and night. 
Clifford is one of the highest classed stake 
horses on the American turf, while the M. 
D. is a broken down sprinter. Instead of 
124 Clifford should have been given 130. Then 
there might have been some chance for his 
measure to be taken. At his present weight, 
however, the race looks like a gift to him. 

Lamplighter, a broken down stake horse, 
seems harshly treated at 118 pounds. Yo 
Tambien has beaten him every time she 
has met him, but that does not prevent 
Judge Burke from asking him to give him 
two pounds. 

Dr. Rice is also given 118 pounds... If 
anything, he is a better horse than Lamp- 
lighter; still Yo Tambien has also beaten 
him every time, and like Walbaum’s horse 
he must give the mare two pounds. 

Henry Young, a high classed horse, who 
beat everything of any account in the West 
last summer at Washington Park, is let in 
at 116 pounds. Dorian another high classed 
horse gets the same weight. Both are 
treated extremely light. Libertine, who 
smashed the record at Harlem last season, is 
in at 112; so are Parvenue and Faraday, but 
Libertine can give them both weight and 
stan them on their heads, 

Frank K. and Simmons are in at 102 each. 
If he stands training the former will have a 
great chance at that weight. Diggs gets 
108 pounds. Both he and Frank K. beat 
Lissak last season, and the lattes is thought 
good enough to pack 112 pounds in the UIll- 
man handicap at Chicago. Clifford is in at 
122 in the Ullman, which is over a distance of 
one and one-quarter miles. Taking the 
weight given him in the Ullman as a cri- 
terion Clifford should” be given between 
128 and 130 in the Inaugural.

Record of Henry Schmell, Whe Will Walk 
Against Dan O’Leary. 

Henry Schmel, the German-American who 
is booked for a six-day walk in this city 
against the famous Dan O'Leary, is one of 
the most noted men in his line in this coun- 
try. Born in Germany, he came to the 
United States when ‘a boy, and from the 
time of-his-arrival up to the present he has 
made Chicago his home. Quick, intelligent, 
and of an athletic turn, the pedestrian craze 
which O'Leary and Weston created in this 
country some years ago soon led him to 
test his own speed on the tan-bark track, 
and so suc ul was he in the effort that 
his admirers were ready almost from the 
very start to back him against the foremost 
walkers of the period. 

Schmel’s first great feat occurred in Mc- 
Cormick's Hall. Chi o, in 1876, when he 
covered a distance of miles in 143 con- 
secutive hours, and won a bet of $2,000 by 
his prowess. In the same year he walked 
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HENRY SCHMBEHL, 


against Dan pH pat? in San Francisco, for 
a wager of $1,000 a side, but was vanquished 
by the Corkonian, after a gallant struggle, 
having walked 483 miles, against O’Leary’s 
520 miles. In 1878, Schmel beat the com- 
bined score of three well-known athletes, 
and was credited with 6505 miles in 139 hours 
and 30 minutes, In June, 1879, Schmel had a 
seventy-five-hour brush with his old antag- 
onist, Dan O'Leary, the walk taking place 
in Chicago, for $1,000. The Irishman, then 
in the zenith-of his glory, undertook to walk 
276 miles in the. same time that it took the 
German to score 250 miles, but he counted 
without his host, and Schmel came out an 
easy winner. 

In 1879; the tussle between Bartlett and 
Schmel took place at Cincinnati for a purse 
of $1,000 a side, and Schmel covered 601 miles 
and 2 laps, against Bartlett’s 307 miles. In 
September, 1879, at the Exposition Building, 
in Chicago, Schmel won one of his greatest 
victories. The race was 30 miles, which he 
covered in 8 hours and 3 minutes. In 1884, 
at Battery D Hall, away Schmel defeated 
O’Leary in a seventy-five-hour walk, for 
$2,000, making 275 miles, against O’Leary’s 
273 miles, 

In June, 1894, Schmel made his out-door 
walk from Springfield to Chicago, a distance 
of 188 miles, in 69 hours and 50 minutes, or 
3 hours ahead of the time allotted to him. 
Last November, on a $2,000 bet, Schmel 
walked from Indianapolis to Chicago, 194 
miles, in 72 hours. 

In the coming walk with the ex-champion 
of the world, German grit and muscle will 
be pitted against Irish brawn and pluck, 
and, as both men are determined to make 
their last and greatest effort on the occa- 
sion, the contest will be one of the most 
(6 yet and exciting that ever took place in 
this country. A large number of Chicago 
people, friends of the famous pedestrians, 
will come to St. Louis to witness the event.

“The Manxman’’ was given for the first 
time in St. Louis last night at the Grand- 
Opera-house by Wilson Barrett and an ex- 
cellent company. The story is a dramatiza- 
tion of Hall Caine’s novel of that name. 
The clew to the whole is given in a little 
episode in the first act. Kate Cregeen 
throws an apple to her lover Pete; it is 
caught by Philip, his friend; a little bad- 
inage follows, and then Pete divides with 
Philip. That is the story of the play. Pete 
Quilliam, a faithful, honest fellow in the 
employ of Caesar Creegen, a canting, text 
quoting, bypocritical tavern keeper, falls in 
love with his daughter Kate. Philip Christ- 
ian, a young lawyer, Pete’s boyh friend, 
loves her too, but aristocratic ideas have 
been instilled into him of the dahger of 
marrying beneath one’s station. So when 
Pete asks him to plead his cause. with 
Kate’s father he consents to do so. Old 
Caesar is indignant at Pete’s presumption, 
and discharges him. Pete decides to leave 
the Isle of Man, where the scene is laid, 
and, seeking his fortune abroad, return with 
wealth to claim his bride. Under these 
circumstances-a reluctant consent is wrung 
from Kate. Pete binds Philip by a solemn 
oath to protect Kate, and be true to her, to 
himseif and to his friend. 

The inevitable follows. While perhaps. 
honestly endeavoring to keep faith with 
his friend, Philip feeds his own passion. 
Pete is reported dead, and there is less of 
disloyalty in the relations of Philip and 
Kate. One day Ross Christian, Philip's 
cousin, who has witnessed a clandestine 
meeting between the lovers, comes to the 
tavern with two other boisterous young 
bloods and insults Kate. Philip and he fight. 
When Philip explains to Kate that they 
have been watched she sees an easy way, 
in view of his vows, out of the entangle- 
ment’ by his marrying her. Then Philip, 
like a coward, yields to the prejudice against 
unequal marriages and refuses her urgent 
prayer under the specious plea of, her 
sacred promise to marry Pete, who has been 
discovered to be alive, forgetful of the fact 
that his disloyalty to his friend has already 
passed the climax. In the midst of this 
scene Pete returns. In a fit of desperation 
Kate consents to abide by her promise. 

So far the plot is along the well-beaten 
lines. Kate marries Pete, and in due time a 
baby makes its advent. But Pete's constant 
kindness to Kate is killing her by inches; 
she is tortured by the consciousness of her 
unworthiness and the imposition put on 
him. She begs Philip to take her away. He- 
reminds her of her duty to Pete and his 
child. Then she reveals to him the hitherto 
unsuspected truth that Pete is not the 
child's father, but that it is the fruit of her 
love for Philip. Here the plot diverges from 
the beaten lines. She leaves her ba and 
flies to the protection of Philip. Pete not 
only endures his silence but lies to ac- 
count for his wife’s absence, and writes let- 
ters to himself as coming from her. When 
she returns to see her babe he forgives her 
and provides for her maintenance at her 
father’s house. The character is unnatural, 
more than human. The only touch of real 
nature is when in a moment of real mad- 
ness when he finally discovers that it was 
his friend who betrayed him, he tries to 
kill him. But that passes off and he figures 
the frailty of both. The moral sought to be 
conveyed is that unlawful pleasures must 
inevitably bring suffering. The tortures of 
conscience endured by both Kate and Philip 
are strongly brought out, and they suffer to 
the end. When Pete leaves, it is not that 
Philip and Kate may enjoy their liberty to 
possess each other. That of course would 
upset every moral consideration, albeit in 
this life of ours that would be the logical 
result by the grace of the divorce courts. 
But mindful of Pete’s wrongs and their own 
sin, Kate bids Fog go his way as Pete has 
gone his, and the three lives are separated, 
each to endure their own sorrows. And 50 
the story ends. 

The opportunities for a display of the 
emotions are apparent, and many of the 
situations are very strong. Miss Maude 
Jeffries as Kate Creegen confirmed the good 
impression heretofore made by her. As the 
coquettish village maiden she was charming, 
and in her emotional lines she was very 
strong. Wilson Barrett as Pete Quilliam 
scored a decided success, as was demon- 
strated by a triple curtain call at the end 
of the third act. Ambrose Manning as 
Caesar Creegen played the sanctimonious 
hypocrite with the rare tact of not over- 
doing the part. The play is decidely sombre 
and depressing, and would be intolerably so 
but for the slight comedy element thrown 
into it by the character of Creegen and that 
of Ross Christian, taken by Horace Hodges, 
in which he does some extremely clever 
work, and his two fellow roysterers.
